The chant of the auctioneer 
rattled through the vast, cavern* 
©us Kaiser Metal Products Com­ 
pany plant on Radcliffe St., Bris­ 
tol, yesterday. 


For IO hours, from 8 a.m. to 6 
p m., it continued without inter­ 
ruption. in the first day of a four- 
day s a l e at which equipment 
worth $10,000,000, when it was 
new, will be offered to the highest 
bidders. 


The chant, which was kept going 
by four different, alternating auc­ 
tioneers, was in effect a dirge. 
For the once throbbing, humming 
metal products company has gone 
out of business. 


Seven thousand employes once 
worked three full shifts here; 400 
potential 
customers 
yesterday 
could fill only a small comer of 
the 600,000-square-foot plant 


The customers, however, bid 


enthusiastically (Mi the 1,288 differ­ 
ent lots included in the first day's 
sale, ranging from bolts to radial 
drills. 


All told, through Friday of this 
week, 3,003 different lots will be 
sold at absolute auction. They in­ 
dude tiny filing segments as well 
as a mammoth, five-story-high. 
2.500-ton shearing priss that cast 
$250,000 when it was purchased. 


The potential customers, many 
of them dealers who will resell 
what they buy. said that the en­ 
tire four days will constitute the 
biggest auction they've ever at­ 
tended. Certainly it will be the 
biggest in Pennsylvania, if not in 
the entire country.

Takehiko, trapped in the wreck­ 
age for about eight hours, was 
rescued after a searcher heard 
him moaning. 
Scene of Death 
The tiny valley where the ma­ 
jor part of the wreckage lay was 
a scene of death littered with 
luggage, colorful vacation - type 
clothing, seats and other debris. 
The fuselage, with wings and 
tail stripped off and its nose 
crushed 
in, 
appeared to have 
plummeted almost straight down 
into the valley. 
There were not more than five 
feet of skid 
marks, 
witnesses 
said. 
Iowa Highway Patrol Sgt. Dan 
Foster 
and 
Patrolman 
J o h n 
Heaps, who flew over the area 
in separate planes, said they could 
see bodies scattered one and one- 
half miles from the fuselage. 
Authorities took over an empty 
garage at Unionville, about six 
miles south of the spot where the 
fuselage was found, for use as a 
morgue. 
It appeared the plane had dis­ 
integrated in flight, with wreck­ 
age found all the way from five 
miles south of Centerville to the 
point where the fuselage was 
found, about 17 miles south of 
this Iowa community. 
Terry Burnell, who lives on 
the farm where the fuselage was 
found, said he heard a moan 
from the front part of the wreck­ 
age and pulled Takehiko out.
